to criticize the Warren Report* 11 Iiillions immediately disagreed witfe it* I wrote the 
first booh on it*

Raphael aAso wrote that Peter said the copy editor has the manuscript right now 
wliicli wiil be ready the first week of January •••" As I once told you, in your name geter 
told me more than a year ago tliat it was to go to the copy editor then* This makes me 
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wonder about "480 pages 11 because we also had on agreement tliat the c£ts that were made 

merely to shorten the book would be restored* And because it says nothing about index, 

pictures or documents. 

^onfiction boolcs are downgraded if they have no index, particularly by reviewers. 

I regret very much that there i3 no index in Case Open and if any copies were sent 
to reviewers I have not heard from any one ofl heard of any review by any one. And despite 
this or any effort to advertise or promote the book of which I knuw^ my mail and phone 
calls con tin ud to bo good* Three calls tho past two days and one thoughtful letter en- 
closed 31 handwritten pages of scholarly if I think minor factual criticism of Posner's 
book on a lialf -dozen points* What i3 new in my experience is tliat almost all these letters 
begin by thanking me for doing the *book and most toll how old, meaning how young, the 
writers wore. Tho oldest I remember tolling me liis ffSie said he was 12 at the time of the 
assassination, the youngest only 10 this year and lie closed, speaking of JFK, "He left 
us/ something." I tell you this because - 1 * think it reflects a difference in the age group 
Af the mai'kot.'i^o letters are not every day now, but they are frequent and some days there 
uUCru as many as five recently. TiuU eeems to indicate tliat the book is still selling. 

1 do want an index, a ^[pod professional^. i ndex , very much and I believe the book is 

not only entitled to it but that it will recover^ its c os t.Ncf having one telegraphs tliat 

you are doing it on the chea^^hat in itself discourages sales* It also reduces the 
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usefulness enormously on tills subject in which most have a genuine interest* As I am 
inclined to believe you lrnve iind reflected to you with other books that ore not really 
booiui on tho subject itself. ^hich is to praise almost all of them, t/»ey being what 
they ure. 

When you first offered me an advance on this book I declined it* That was not 

bee :use its size was insulting* I did not take it that way* I believed you anticipated 

special costs or problems and iijdeclining the advance I told you that if I could help 
with those costs or problems to let me know. Tliat was not boecause we are well off* We 
ere not.
